HELD ON MONDAY 
MWE JCGESSFUL

Predacta af County Monday Night 
r-Kore On Tuesday. 

The members ot tlic upeaklng par- 
ties sent out to the different precincts 
to talk with the men o( the oounty re- 
gardlBf tha Road Tax alactlon and ex- 
plain tha raaaoiiB for oalling jinoh an 
election report that they raceiyed an 
excellent hearing and the prospect for 
carrying the election Is very favor- 
able. I s 

One ot the chief arguments that Is 
being met Is that is that the 
time la inopportune. Some ot the dti- 
sena fait that the work ahould he poat- 
poned but whan their attention was 
called to the fact that there is more 
money In ths county than in many 
months and times more prosperous 
than in some years back, they ex- 
preaaad themselves as being in tavor 
of it Other pointa ware brought out 
on this aubjaot anoh as maaaa in- 
creased expenditure .later; the sooner 
roads are improved the sooner citizens 
of Mason county can enjoy them; 
making improvements will give work 
to returning soldiers and the heavy 
trafflo is Increasing the wear In great- 
er proportions that the funds are be- 
coming aTallabla. 

Mr. Rolton Key in his remarks to 
the men of the Lewlsburg neighbor- 
hood tliat had gathered at the Lee 
store, stated that last year less than 
two thousand dollars had been avail- 
able to spend on the Fleming pike 
bnt It tha tax carried they will be able 
to apend aboot |MQO on it thia year. 
Mr. Key asanred tham that it was not 
the intention of the Placal Court to 
spend all the money derived from the 
additional tax, on the I.oxiiiKtuii pilxo 
but that they would secure the addi- 
tional amount to their road fund de- 
rived by tha tax in their precinct 

Mr. William Raaa talked to tha men 
of Helena precinct and reported that 
the majority of tha men at that meet- 
ing felt tliat there was an urgent need 
(or more funds for the repair and 
malntalnance of the pikes and bridges 
ot the county and were in favor of the 
road tax. 

Maaara. 8. F. Read and A. L. Olas- 
oook report that thay had a very auc- 
caaatul meeting at Maysilck, * their 
meeting being more in the nature of a 
personal interview and discussion 
with some of the citizens of Mays- 
lick.

Mr. P. J. Byron, agad U years, well 
known merohant at Mt. Carmel, Flem- 
ing eouBty, died while working in the 

field at the Joe Wailingford farm one 
mile East of Mt. Carmel between Mt. 
Carmel and Foxport at about 11 
o'clock this morning. 

Mr. Byron was driving a tobacco 
setter and auddenly atopped the 
horaea. The horsea had Just come to 
a stop when he fell from his seat on 
to the grotmd. The young men who 
were handling the plants on the set- 
ter, went to him and found that he 
was seriously ill. They ruahad to Mt. 
Carmel horse back to get medical aid 
but when the pbyaiolan arrived Mr. 
Byron had died ot Eeart failure. 

Mr. Byron and his son operated the 
tiV)xworthy general merchandise store 
in Mt Carmel and the SRed man was 
assisting a son who v :is puttiiiB out 
a crop on the WalUngfoni farm when 
he was atrtokaa.

But such a peace is not the pi'iici' of IJililicil iffiTfiu'c — that is 
the peace of the soul. That ia peace of the right sort. To gain it one 
doN not aaorifioe the good within him, but to drive out the bad. 
■ Y The Peace League makes no atliMupt to drivo out the had, only 
'otganizes it* institutions of force, resorting to coercion, whicli oiib 
maddens, but does not convince. The world will not secure peace hy 
any such foreign effort, for as soon as those coerced think they have 
stiffieient power to restore their accepted rights, they will plunge 
themaelves into battle if necessary to obtain th^m. 

This is why the Sentinel editor is opposed to the present League 
of Nations. He believes it is but a costly and fruitless effort to obtain 
something akin to the bag of goM at tre end of the rainbow. It is 
a peace by force. Such n peaee is not worth anything to mankind. It 
reminds one of the old "bully days," when a fellow of the kind 
swaggered about and carried terror to the hearts of the community, 
until some hrave little man came alon;;, like a David, and hurled a 
tittle stone in his crude sling and pileQ the Ooliath up like a thous- 
and of brick. " So with the League. 

America has notliint; to saeriliee. The people will not sacrifiee 
the institutions of Liherty in order to get the promise of a conplo- 
meration f polyglott peoples to behave themselves so long as they 
are well-fed and well cltlied hy us. President Wilson nor any otlier 
man has the authority to make such an unholy bar^'ain. The coii 
gressman who endorses such a departure from the accustomed and 
revered tenets of our constitution will be defeated and should be 
ostracized by every American citizen.

Of Labor. Heretofore the garment In- 
dustry In this country has offered no 
adequate training except for cutters, 
and In some plants production dtfllcul- 
lies have become serious because of 
the volume of after-war business. 

This shortage undoubtedly Is a fac- 
tor tndlreotly aSeotlng present prices 
of clothing, and while no claim is 
made that the Installation of training 
causes immediate reduction of prices, 
Government officials point out that in 
the long run It is a decided factor In 
promoting great economy in manntao- 
ture. 

The GoTemment's aid for the Indus- 
try is in form of four books which 
are about to he issued by the U. S. 
Training Service. These set forth In 
detail practical methods of teaching 
old and new workers the most ap- 
proved ways of performing their tasks. 
Nothing of like scope and design has 
been aTallahle for the garment manu- 
facturers and many of them are plan- 
ning to utilize the training courses 
contained In these books for upgrad- 
ing their present sta: of workers anil 
leaching new workers to more quickly 
learn correct methods. 

Each of these hooks Is devoted to 
n special bnnch of the industry, one 
to women's olerks, suiU and skirts, 
another to men's SHlta and oTerooats. 
a third to overall* aad a fourth to 

shirts. 

(lovcrnment investigation shows 
that considerably more than BO per 
cent, of the garment workers are wo- 
men and that a large majority of these 
only remain In the ladoftry tor about 
eight years, that Is, from their late 
teens until marriage. The preralence 
of such short terms of service creates 
a large turn-over, which taxes the Ind 
dustry heavily, according to garment 
making firms. One use of the forth- 
coming courses, therefore, will be to 
reduce and make more effective the 
learning period of ypung women.

Syria, one of the small nations, 
whose disposition Is a Peace Confer- 
ence prohlm, and which has Indicat- 
ed Informally that It would like to 

be a mandatory of the I'nited Stater 
Is described in the following bulletin, 
based on a communication to the Na- 
tional Oeographic Society: 

"Syria, the region extending from 
the Taurus Mountains to Bgypt, and 
from the desert to the great sea,' Is 
the land of the patriarchs and proph- 
ets and apostles — 'the holy Inml.' 

"Its population numbers about 
5000,000 of Semitic origin, spcaknm 
the Arabic language, and yet with go 
many races Intermingled through the 
centuhlee of the rarlona oonqneets 
and occupations that the people can 
not claim any one race as their own 

"Orcek. Roman and Kuropcnn cm 
Rador have all lilendcil « llh the an- 
cient Semitic stock to produce the Sy- 
I riang of today, whom Lord Cromer, in 
his memotra, termed the eream of the 
East" 

"In Syria was the one great spot of 
Turkey— tte Labaao* Mountains. In 

ancient times the mountains were ev- 
erywhere cnvcrod with orests. The 
cedars o Lebanon nut only supplied 
timber for the buildini; of Solomon's 
temple lo Jerusalem, but the kings of 
Bgypt annually floated large rafts of 
logs from the Syrian eoeat to supply 
the demands of the cities of the Nile. 
This constant demand from foreign 
lands, together with theq lack of any 
system of reforestation, has practical- 
ly denuded the mountains of the 
whole land.

Although he was unable to address 
the Toters ot Mason county, on the 
Twanty-Oant Road Tax on last Satur- 
day afternoon, Hon Rodman Wiley, 
State Oommisaioner of Public Roads, 
baa prepared a statement to the TOtari 
of the county. It follows: 

"On next Saturday, June 14th, an 
election will be held In your county 
for the purpose of taking the sense of 
the Toters on the 20c Road Tax. 

"Before voting the tax upon them- 
selves, the people natnrally want to 
know if the money is needed and tor 
what purpose It is to be used. If a 
man has had any business dealings In 
the last year or so he Is thoroughly 
aequainted with the fact that the price 
ot materiala and labor has inweasad. 
The road question has not bean the ex- 
ception. Only a short time ago labor 
was $1.60 per day, now It Is between 
$2.60 and $8.00. Materials in all cases 
were rather cheap but now they have 
almost doubled In price, but the road 
fund of your county has' remained 
practically at a standatill. In other 
worda, the road fund iiaa not increased 
In the same ratio as labor and mater- 
ials, so you are allowing your roads 
to get a great deal worse tlian they 
have been In the past. 

"Twenty cents on the $100 is only 
$2 on the (1000 worth of property. To 
the man wlu> is aasesaed at $1000, it 
would mean that hif extra tax ^ould 
be $8 which is only the price of two 
(2) dinners at an average hotel. To 
the man assessed at $5000, It would 
mean that his extra tax would be $10 
which is the price of a barrel of corn, 
or four (4) bushels ot wheat or a 
fifty (60) pound hog. To the man who 
is aaaeased 110,000, it would mean he 
must pay $20 extra tax, which Is the 
price of one, one hundred (100 pound 
hog or about forty (40) pounds of to- 
bacco, so you can easily see that the 
tax does not amount to very much 
money and when you consider the 
beneUta deriTed, I btllere that you 
will agree with me that they greatly 
exceed the small outlay In money. 

"The wear and tear of vehicles, in 
traveling over bad roads will more 
than offset the extra tax, besides, it 
should be remembered that practical- 
ly all ot the money expanded by Ma- 
son oonnty for road purposes is left 
In the county and is practically all 
used In hiring men and teams, and in 
addition, you will get better roads. 

"To date thirty-flve (US) counties 
have voted tbe tax and already some 
of tbe counties that have voted the 
tax this season have a great deal bet- 
ter roads than you have in Mason 
county. 

It is iMlieved by a great many fi- 
nanciers that a direct tax Is preferable 
to a bond Issue. In the first place, if 
a bond issue was voted, it would be 
neoeasary before the bonds were re- 
tired, to pay a great deal ot interest, 
and all nosey which wont to pay in- 
terest would not be expended on 
roads. With the direct tax, every cent 
collected goes for road parpoees and 
not for paying tntereot and not for re-, 
tiring bonds. 

"Everybody is usually in thvor ot 
Oood Roads" bnt a great many peo- 
ple aeon to think that roads can he 
built withont noney but such is not 
the case. If the people want good 
roads they will have to supply the 
funds for construction and mainten- 
ance, besides It is a patriotic duty to 
start road work at this time in order 
to give anployflMit to tko boys who 
have ratansd or will shortly return 
from the array. Hie ITnlted SUtes 
Secretary of I.,abor has on numerous 
occasions, requested town, county and 
state authorities to start road work 
at once, In order that the soldiers may 
be given work. 

"It is abeolately impoaalUe tor the 
oonaty acthoritias «( Ifaaaa oonnty 
to do vary nndi nwd woift with the 
small amount of money at their dis- 
posal and unless more money Is forth- 
romlng, It may be necessary for the 
( ourt to warn in the hands and work 
the roads under the old military sys- 
tem, I believe tlie law allows a court 
to ooaioU aU nale atttaaa o( the 
eoM rt y h a l wesn the afsa of II and 46, 
exoept elergymen, to work the roads, 
free of charge, for six (6) days In a 
year, however, I do not believe that 
.such a law applies to incorporated 
towns.
